When the great day dawned Hopper was 
ready. As leader of the German cruisers 
he was placed immediately in a ‘‘key’ 
position ; for the cruisers were destined to 
play a highly important part in the carry- 
ing out of Germany’s naval strategy. 
From the outset, however, Hipper, in 
common with von Scheer and other pro- 
gressive officers, was hampered by the 
strange attitude of the German Admiralty. 
They wanted to throw the might of 
Germany’s Navy into the scale imme- 
diately, knowing that their ships were 
highly efficient, and believing that they 
would give more than a good account of 
themselves in action against the British ; 
but the Admiralty, from the first day of 
the War, insisted that the ships should 
be exposed as little as possible to 
risk of engagement with the enemy, 
on the ground that the German 
Navy would be a valuable bargaining 
factor during peace negotiations. Events 
proved that Hipper and his friends were 
right and the Admiralty wrong; but both 
Ingenhol and von Pohl pursued the 
cautious policy enjoined by Berlin, to the 
complete disgust not only of Hipper, but 
also of von Tirpitz, who had created the 


, 


On the few occasions when events played 
into Hipper’s hands he gave proof of his 
mettle. Right at the beginning of the 
War—on August 28th, to be precise—the 
British Navy surprised the Germans in 
the Bight of Heligoland. Hipper never 
forgot that lesson, and thenceforward his 
cruisers always were on the qui vive. 
At the Dogger Bank they opened the eyes 
of their British adversaries. Beatty him- 
self paid a high tribute to the accuracy of 
their gunnery, as well as to the brilliant 
manner in which they were led by Hipper. 
‘It was at Jutland, however, that the 
German Admiral really got his chance. 
Von Scheer had the utmost confidence in 
the younger man, whose dash and genius

that the change will not be detrimental to 
the qualities which he desires his boat to 
possess. Generally stated, the cruiser is 
distinguished from the racer by shorter 
overhangs, greater freeboard, shorter spars 
and adequate accommodation. Whilst the 
racing yachtsman is content to spend some 
hours in strenuous contest and then to 
leave his boat at her mooring, proceeding 
ashore for change of clothing and refresh- 
ment, the cruising yachtsman’s ship is his

White Man’s Law. 

Some stir has been caused in South 
Africa by Rear-Admiral Evans's decision 
to suspend from his authority Tshekedi, 
Chief of the Bamangwati tribe and 
Paramount Chief of Bechuanaland. A 
British subject named Phineas Mac 
Intosh, who lived in Bechuanaland, 
seems to have “gone native” He 
was living in a native reserve, and his 
behaviour was such as to earn the grave 
displeasure of Chief Tshekedi, who, 
according to all who know him, is a young 
man of high character. The Chief declares 


occasion to the British authorities, and 
sought the removal of MacIntosh from the 
territory of his tribe; but nothing was 
done. Having failed to enlist constitu- 
tional authority, Tshekedi decided to take 
the law into his own hands. MacIntosh 
was brought before a native court, and 
was sentenced to be flogged. By a law of 
1891 native courts in British territory are 
not allowed to try Europeans, and the 
flogging of a white man by natives, how- 
ever despicable the white man might 
happen to be, could’ not possibly be 
tolerated. Rear-Admiral Evans, there 
fore—‘' Evans of the Broke '—who ' was 
acting as High Commissioner for the area, 
was despatched post haste to Tshekedi'’s 
capital, with a strong force of Marines 
and two howitzers. He conducted a full. 
investigation into all the circumstances of

Railways and Weather. 


One of the most striking features of a 
summer that is almost without precedent 
in living memory has been the effect of the 
fine weather on railway receipts. Within 
the last seven weeks the takings on the 
British railways show an aggrega’. increase 
of no less than £805,000, and the upward 
movement continues. The railway com- 
panies have been making hay while the 
shining. During the summer 
months they instituted a scheme of un- 
usually cheap excursions and reduced fares, 
with the result that there has been an 
extensive revival of passenger traffic 
throughout these islands. In England, 
naturally, the movement has been more 
strongly marked than in Ireland ; but there 
is reason to believe that here, too, there has 
been a distinct improvement. In England’s 
case the increase in rail receipts has not 
been due entirely to the weather ; for goods 
traffic also shows improved returns, indi- 
cating that ‘the long-awaited revival in 
industrial and commercial activity has 
begun. There is no doubt that the British 
and Irish railways are the safest in the 
world. Traffic never has been heavier than 
it has been during the present summer— 
we hesitate, even in mid-September, to 
describe yesterday as anything but a 
summer’s day; yet there have been no 
accidents of a serious kind, and tha 
travelling public has been served with 
efficiency and despatch. Thousands +f 
railway shareholders—who have suffered 
more severely than any other members cf 
the community through the long depres- 
sion—will rejoice to .know that their 
property is increasing in value after so 
many years of languishing trade. Now that 
the movement, ‘‘ Back to the Railways,”’ 
has started: under such happy auspices, we 
may hope that it will not falter, and that 
the much-harassed companies are on the 
eve of a renewed prosperity. 


The Tourist’s Dinner, 


A newspaper in Paris has been 
investigating the influence of high prices 
upon the tourist traffic. France, once an 
exceedingly: cheap country for holiday- 
makers, is now anything rather than‘ 
cheap. The high prices, apparently, have 
diverted a large proportion of her former 
tourist traffic to countries whith either 
have abandoned the gold standard or have 
taken steps to keep their prices at a 
reasonable level, as compared with those in 
countries which are “‘ off gold.’’ By way of 
comparison, the paper has worked out the 
average cost of a dinner in various lands. 
Denmark provides the cheapest dinner, at 
2s. 6d. a head; England and Sweden come 
next, at 3s. Od. : Italy charges 4s. 6d. ; one 
can dine in Holland for an average tariff 
of 5s. 6d., while Switzerland, which 
requires an expenditure of 6s. 3d., is the 
dearest. France comes rather more than 
half-way up the scale, with a charge of 
5s.; but, as the Daily Telegraph’s 
Correspondent observes, many tourists who 
do not possess an intimate knowledge of 
Paris are apt to find the average charge 
for a dinner something in the neighbour- 
heod of twice that sum. Germany, it is 
interesting to notice, does not appear in 
the list at all. The newspaper which has 
shown this commendable initiative urges 
the touring interests to press for some 
action that will assure next season’s 
visitor of a lighter budget. We should like 
to see a similar reckoning of the cost of 
a dinner in Ireland. Anybody who can 
cast up figures and take an average ought 
to be able to werk it out from the hotel 
and restaurant lists published by the Irish 
and Ulster Tourist Associations. The 
result would be interesting, and might 
furnish some valuable hints to our tourist 
industry.

DROGHEDA RAIDERS 
SENTENCED. 


GUARDS DRAW BATONS 
TO QUELL CROWD. 


Frou OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
DROGHEDA, Friday. 


The four young Drogheda men charged with 
raids on the premises of Messrs. McNamara 
and Daly, Shop street, were sentenced to im- 
prisonment with hard labour to-day by Mr. 
Goff, who described the raids for bass as 
part of the campaign directed against the 
elected Government of the ‘country. 

All the defendants refused to recognise the 


Í Court, and two of them turned their backs to 


the justice and read magazines until they 
were turned round to face the justice by Civic 
Guards. 

Thomas Grogan and Christopher Smith were 
sentenced to two months’ hard labour and 
ordered to enter recognizances with one 
month without hard labour in default, for 
the destruction of bass to the value of £9, 
in MeNamara’s licensed premises, while 
Michael Stewart and Edward McQuail were 
sentenced to one month with hard labour and 
ordered to enter recognizances with one 
month without hard labour in default, for the 
destruction of bass to the value of £2 in 
Mr. Daly's premises. 


SHOUTS FROM DOCK. 


On being removed, the defendants shouted : 
“Up, the Republic,” and Grogan said to the 
justice: “One of your kind sent two soldiers 
of the Republic to jail the other day, and they 
have gone on hunger strike. If they die it 
will be laid at his door, and in these cases 
the same will apply to you.” . 

The justice replied: “ If they choose to kill 
themselves no one will prevent them,”’ 

Civic Guards said that when they went to 
Grogan’s house he refused to move, and had 
to be carried from his house to a motor car, 
and late: carried from the car to the barracks. 

Only a few members of the general public 
were allowed into the Court during the hear- 
ing of the cases, but a large crowd assembled 
in the street outside and cheered the de- 
fendants as they arrived in a police van. 
When the Court was over the prisoners were 
interviewed by members of their families, 
but the assembled crowd was disappointed 
when the police van containing the prisoners 
left the Courthouse yard by a back gate. 


WITNESSES JEERED. 


The crowd then turned its attention to the 
State witnesses, who were jeered and 
‘‘ boohed ” as they left the Courthouse under 
a heavy police escort, and they were followed 
through the streets of the town by the crowd, 
who showed signs of becoming really hostile 
until the Guards and plain clothes police 
formed a cordon across Shop street to pre- 
vent the crowd from assaulting the witnesses. 
Some of the police found it necessary to draw 
their batons in order to stop the rush, 


THREATENING LETTER. 


After the hearing of the case Superinten- 
dent Casserley prodaced a threatening letter 
which,he said, had been received by one of 
the witnesses yesterday. The letter, which 
was printed in ink, stated: “Make your 
peace with God at once. Your death warrant 
is sealed.”’ 

The words ‘‘ Traitors, beware ' were tarred 
on a wall near Mr. Daly's premises last night.
